G.S.R. 545 (E):—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sections 7, 8,21,29,35,43 and 74 of the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post 
Office (7th Amendment) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 11th day 
of Juno 1990. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), for rule I, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“1. The following rates of postage shall be charge¬ 


able on postal articles where postage is pre-paid:- 
Letters 

For a weight not exceeding twenty grams.Re.l/- 

For every twenty grams or fraction thereof.Re.l/. 

Lettcr Cards 

For a letter card.75 paisc 

Post cards (not being post cards containing printed 
communications) 

Single...15 paise 

Reply. 30 paise 

Post cards containing printed communication 

For a post card.60 paise 


Book, pattern and sample packets 

For the first fifty grams or fraction thereof Re. 1/- 

For every additional one hundred grams or 
fraction thereof in excess of fifty grams Re. 1/- 

Book packets containing printed books 

For the first one hundred grams or 

fraction thereof 50 paise 

For every one hundred grams or fraction 

thereof in excess of one hundred grams 50 paise 

Book packets containing periodicals 

For the first one hundred grams or 

fraction thereof 50 paise 

For every additional one hundred grams or 
fraction thereof in excess of one hundred 
granis 50 paise

fifty grams or fraction thereof” shall be substituted. 

4. Rule 2A of the said rules shall be omitted. 

5. In rule 59 of the said rules, in the opening 
portion, for the words “rupees five” the words “rupees 
six” shall be substituted.
